movement 
were in evidence. 
Democratic leaders lauded his 
record in office and bore in m ind 
the 
phenom enal 
vote-getting 
powers he display ed in* the 19 34 
election. He carried New York 
State by more th an 8 00,000 votes, 
a record plurality . 
New Dealers were loath to lose 
the strength they ex pected Leh ­ 
m an to lend to his p arty ’s ticket 
nex t fall. 
The governor m ade his brief 
announcem ent a t Albany y ester­ 
day , say ing “I feel the tim e has 
come when I may ask release 
from the cares and responsibil­ 
ities of the governorship.” 
It was recalled th a t when Leh­ 
m an entered politics in 19 28 un­ 
der the wing of Mr. Roosevelt, 
then governor of New York, he 
severed all connections with his

Helsingfors Finland 
(JP) — A 
new ty pe stratosphere balloon, 
little more th an a y ard in diam e­ 
ter, promises to make possible 
observations 
miles 
above 
the 
earth, even in uninhabited re­ 
gions like the polar lands. 
The balloon, carry ing an ap ­ 
paratus which autom atically tel­ 
egraphs air pressure and tem per­ 
atures 
a t v regular 
intervals, 
reached a height of alm ost 13 
miles in a test flight here. 
Hailed as an innovation in 
stratospheric 
ex ploration, 
the 
new apparatus weighs less th an 
18 pounds, including the send­ 
ing equipm ent. 
The equipm ent, invented by 
Dr. Vilho Vaisala, comprises two 
balloons, one inside the other. 
They contain a therm om eter, a n 
anercid barom eter and 
a sma ll 
radio sender. The sender is pow­ 
ered by two small storage bat­ 
teries. Recovery of the balloon is 
not necessary to the success of 
the ex perim ent as the findings 
are
